"Lack  of  anything  like  a  normal  buying  demand  for  cotton 
continues  to  feature  this  and  other  New  England  cotton  mill  centers 
and  the  past  week  has  seen  but  very  little  trading  despite  further 
easing  in  price  quotations  all  along  the  line.     ***      It  was 
chiefly  on  the  extra  staple  types  that  price  -weakening  was  noticeable, 
but  even  on  the  shorter  cottons  which  have  been  so  strongly  held 
up  to  recently,  there  has  been  some  price  cutting,  *** 


"Inquiry  for  Egyptians  this  week  brought  forth  quotations  of 
36  to  37  cents  for  medium  grade  Sakol  and  26  to  27  cents  for 
medium  grade  Egyptian  Uppers.      A  round  lot  of  the  latter, 
described  as  equal  to  "Hood"  type,  was  quoted  at  26  cents  flat. 
Not  much  buying  was  reported,  however,  since  Peelers  are  so  much 
cheaper  that  many  e::pect  further  weakening  in  Egyptians,  and  are 
postponing  purchases  whenever  possible.      Pima  cotton  has  been 
inactive  this  week  with  prices  unchanged  from  previous  levels.
